Belmont Driving Park, on Meeting 
House Lane, on the outskirts of Nnr- 
berth, was not sold this week by the 
County Treasurer as it was expected 
to be, to satisfy a claim of $700.25 for 
county tax. Settlement had been pre- 
viously made by Aaron S. Swartz, Jr., 
a- son of the late Judge Swartz. It 
would have been the first sale of its 
kind in Montgomery County. 

The original list of nearly 2,000 prop- 
erties, lots and houses, throughout the 
county on which the taxes were unpaid 
had been reduced to fewer than 1,000 
when Sheriff Fox, as auctioneer, began 
the Bale , in the basement of the Court 
Hbuse Tuesday i&ornlng. ., One man had. 
tax receipts for the last three years, 
end yet his property was on the block. 
Errors in. assessments were held to 
blame for the complications. Some of 
the properties offered for sale were 
assessed in the names of three or four
